HISTORY, 


Utrecht, the oldest town of Holland, 
will celebrate today the centenary of 


the treaty by which the French yoke. 


was finally thrown off and the ancient 
city fully restored to {ts Dutch allegi- 
ance, 
the treaty of Utrecht, slgned there on 
April 11, 1713, which gives the Dutch 
municipality its interest to Canadians, 
for by the terms of that document 
France ceded to England Nova Scotia, 
Newfoundland and Hudson's Bay and 
straits, France also recognized the 
Hanoverian succession, and engaged 
never to unite the crowns of France 
and Spain. Under the peace terms 
France retained Cape Breton and what 
is now Prince Fdward Island, and also 
certain fishing privileges on the New- 
foundland coast. The treaty of Utrecht 
only recognized what had already been 
accomplished—the end of Acadie as a 
French country. Three years before 
Col Nicholson and an army of colonial 
soldiers had captured Port Royal and 
the province. Utrecht, where the peace 
pact was arranged, is one of northern 
Europe's most ancient towns, It was 
called Trajettum and Rhenum by the 
Romans, owing to its situation at an 
important ford on the Old Rhine. Ih 
became the seat of an independent 
bishopric In €95.. The union of the 
seven united provinces began at 
I‘trecht in 1579, when deputies from 
Holland, Zealand, Utrecht, Friesland, 
Groningen, Overyssell and Guelderland 
met and signed a treaty for thelr mu- 
tual defence. Utrecht was taken by the 
Prussians in 1787, and was acquired 
by the French elght years later, With 
the overthrow of Napoleon and his 
banishment Utrecht was restored to 
Holland by the treaty signed at Paris 
100 years ago today, just 101 years after 
the treaty made at Utrecht by which 
Nova Scotia, Newfoundland and the 
Hudson's Bay country were confirmed 
to England. 


i FIRST THINGS | 


The first Orangeman, the monarch 
after whom the association of Irish 
Protestants was afterward named, was 
William of Orange, who was crowned 
‘King of England as William III. on this 
date, April 11th, in 1689. The year fol- 
lowing William went to Ireland with an

The anniversary of this conflict has 
been celebrated as Orange Day by Irish 
Protestants ever since the organiza- 
tion of the Orange lodge in 1795, “Re- 
member the Boyne” ts still the rallying 
ery of those Irish Protestants who have 
lately been so vigorous In their oppo- 
sition to home rule. William III, of 
Orange, the historic hero of Irish Pro- 
testants, was born in The Hague, the 
son of Willlam, Prince of Orange, and 
Mary, daughter of Charlies L, In 1659. 
He married Princess Mary, daughter 
of James 11., and when his father-in- 
law lost the favor of the English peo- 
ple by his arbitrary measures the 
Prince of Orange was invited to take 
possession of the English crown. James 
Mled to France.

HEALTHY FOOT 
GREAT ASSET TO 
WOMAN’S BEAUTY 


Orthopedist.)

How often, as the eye travels over 
the lines of an otherwise beautiful 
woman, is it disappointed upon reach- 
jing the feet. Ugly misshapen feet mar 
the whole physical beauty of a woman. 
Yet there is no reason why every one 
should not be equipped with pedal ex- 
tremitles that add to instead of de- 
tract from her general attractiveness. 
Care of the feet should begin in child- 
hood and one cannot be too particular 
in selecting a shoeman who has a prac- 
tieal Knowledge of foot anatomy. 
Shoes should be fitted narrow and long. 
When standing and walking the toes 
press forward with a clawlike move- 
ment and {f the shoe {s short {t will 
crowd the joints out of place. 

Regular massage of the feet im- 
proves their shapeliness. Not only 
does this add to the contour of the 
foot, but {t alds nature in maintaining 
the elasticity and strength of the 
muscles and Ugaments that hold the 
In the human 
foot there are 26 small bones held to 
gether by these muscles and ligaments. 
When you consider that the whole 
welght of the body is thrown almost 
conUnually upon the feet you wil 
| understand the necessity for 
| strength and health in these members 
of the body There ure two arNies in 
the normal foot; one inside the Tlesh 
at the ball of the foot, and known as 
the transverse-metatarsal arch, or 
metatarsus, and the plantar arch, 
the tarsus. Everyone knows that 
should have a gracefully arched in- 
step, or tarsus, but few are aware of 
the existence of the transverse arch. 

Practically all trouble in the for- 
ward part of the foot is due to” the 
partial or total destruction of the 
phalangial-metatarsal articulation (the 
disconnection of the joints In the 
transverse arch,) These cases may be 
corrected successfully and even very 
bad bunions of long standing are per- 
manently cured by the use of appli- 
ances that are now being manufac- 
tured for this purpose, These cases 
are usually complicated and should 
have the attention of a graduate in 
orthopedics, 

Trouble in the planter (instep) arch 
of the foot may generally be corrected 
by the high grade shoe store, The 
better class shoe dealer of today em- 
ploys salesmen with sufficient know- 
ledge of foot anatomy to correct minor 
ailments, such as aching feet, weak 
angles, ete. In this high grade store
